take effect on June 1. The Increase af- 
fects employes at the Edgar Thomson 
furnaces, Edgar Thompson steel works 
Duqneine steel works, Homestead stee 
works, Lncy furnaces, Keystone bridge 
works, Upper Union mills, Lower Union 
mills and JJeaver Falls mills.
